Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 31st October, 1972 when Shri O.P. Sharma was re- 
turning to his Company Headquarters in Khamraam District 
of Andhra Pradesh along with three constables who accompanied 
him in his tour, ho saw six persons passing through a forest 
road. One of these persons was carrying a stick like thing 
covered in a towel. On having some suspicion Shri Sharma 
challenged the suspects to disclose their identity. The suspect, 
who was carrying a double barrel gun covered in a towel, fired 
upon Shri Sharma. The shot narrowly missed Shri Sharma, 
On being pressed by the police party, the desperadoes attempted 
to escape into thick forest. In disregard of his personal safety, 
Shri Sharma chased the desperado who was having the gun, 
In the scuffle with the desperado, Shri Sharma was hit severely 
with the butt of the gun but he remained undeterred and ulti- 
mately overpowered the armed desperado. On search, in 
addition to the double-barrel gun a dagger and some other 
articles were also recovered from the possession of the culprit. 

In this encounter Shri O.P. Sharma exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry and high devotion to duty. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Fire 
Services Modal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from the 31st 
October, 1972.

On the 12th April, 1972 at about 19 '30 hrs. a gang of 14 
to 1 5 dacoits equipped with fire-arms entered the village Vinayaki 
Abadi, District Sagar, Madhya Pradesh, for dacoity and kid- 
napping. As soon as Shri Munnilal saw the dacoits approaching 
the villago, he alerted the villagers and started organising them 
to face the gang. Only two villagers had arms with them. 
Shri Munnilal posted one of them at a safe place with Instructions 
to fire at the dacoits as soon as they come within the firing range 
and asked the other villager to keep himself in readiness and to 
start firing in case of necessity. He then divided the other 
villagers in suitable groups, equipped them with lathis and 
himself led them to surround the dacoits in utter disregard of 
his personal safety. Shri Munnilal succeeded in his efforts and 
fought with one of the dacoits with his lathi. When the other 
dacoits found that the villagers wore determined to put up a 
fight, they fired at Shri Munnilal and he died on the spot. The 
heroic figfit put up by the villagers under the leadership of Shri 
Munnilal frightened the dacoits so much that despite superior 
fire power at their command they ran away. By handling the 
situation successfully, Shri Munnial saved the life and property 
of the villagers although ho laid down his own life in the en- 
counter. 

Shri Munnilal’s bold action, leadership and self-sacrifice 
in fighting against armed dacoits is a shining example of gallentry 
and dedication,

(Effective date of award — 23rd September, 1973) 

On the 23rd September 1973, a demonstration was arranged 
by the College of Military Engineering for the visiting staff and 
student-officers of the Defence Services Staff College. One item 
of the demonstration was the actual firing of the Charge Line 
Mine Clearing, an explosive device for the clearing of enemy 
minefields, which was recently introduced in the service. Naib 
Subedar Gurnam Singh was detailed to fire this explosive charge 
under simulated battle conditions. He was assisted by a party 
of seven sappers in this task. 


While Naib Subedar Gurnam Singh was in the process of 
setting up and preparing tho Charge Line Mine dealing for 
firing, the tail initiator of the charge got prematurely actuated. 
He at once realised that the entire explosivo was likely to blow 
up within 10 seconds. Realising the danger to the lives of the 
men under his command ( he immediately ordered them to run 
to a safe distance and he himself, in utter disregard of his personal 
safety, set upon the hazardous task of uncoupling the actuated 
tail initiator to render the Charge Line Mine Clearing completely 
safe and to ensure the safety of the equipment as also to avoid 
the upsetting of the proceedings of the demonstration. But 
unfortunately, inspite of his best efforts and determination 
he was not able to prevent tho explosion within the few seconds, 
at his disposal. There was an explosion and Naib Subedar 
Gurnam Singh was blown to pieces. Thus, in order to save the 
lives of the men under his command, Naib Subedar Gurnam 
Singh made the supreme self-sacrifice. 

In this action, Naib Subedar Gurnam Singh displayed 
most conspicuous gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty 
in the highest traditions of the Army.

No. 23-Pres./74.— The President is pleased lo approve the 
award of the “SENA MEDAL”/“ARMY MEDAL” to tho 
undermentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devotion to 
duty or courage : — 

1. Major MAN MOHAN MALIK (IC-13668) 

Gorkha Rifles. 

Major Man Mohan Malik was in charge of a raiding party 
to capture hostiles in an area in Nagaland on 22nd June, 1972. 
The party led by Major Malik reached the area of the hostile 
camp after a march of a long distance over rugged terrain, At 
0300 hours, on arrival at the area, he carried out a quick appre- 
ciation and decided to raid the hide-out in darkness rather than 
wait for day break. He accordingly allotted tasks to his party 
and personally led the main group on to the hostiles camp. 
With great determination he approached tho huts. One of the 
hostiles suddenly came out of a hut and rushed into the jungle, 
Major Malik ran after him and overpowered him. The area 
of the huts was then searched and five hostiles, a large quantity 
of arms, ammunition and documents were captured. 

In this uction. Major Man Mohan Malik displayed courage 
and leadership. 

2. Major JANG BAHADUR SINGH MEHTA, (IC-18769) 
Dogra Regiment. 


On the night of 22nd/23rd September, 1972, Major Jang 
Bahadur Singh Mehta was incharge of a patrol party sent to 
investigate the rumours about the presence of hostiles near a 
village in Nagaland. As the suspected hide out was in unfa- 
miliar terrain, ho volunteered to act as the scout and was thus 
leading the patrol, At approximately 0330 hours, the party 
was suddenly fired upon by the hostiles. Major Mehta rushed 
forward, all the while firing his weapon, and wounded two hos- 
tiles and grappled with another. I n the process, he was shot and 
badly injured in the neck. Undaunted, he continued to lead 
the patrol to the suspected hide out, and after three hours, 
surrounded the camp and captured one hostilo. All the while 
ho was bleading profusely and only after the end of the mission 
did he permit his party to evacuate him. 

In this action, Major Jang Bahadur Singh Mehta displayed 
courage., leadership and devotion to duty of a high order. 


3. Captain SURINDER SINGH, (1C-18226) 

Army Ordnance Corps. 

On 5th May, 1972, as a result of an accident involving the 
captured Pakistani ammunition at a platform in the Central 
Amm unition Deptt. Pulgaon, about 2300 unexploded projectiles 
in a most dangerous condition were scattered over a wide area 
inside the Depot. Some of these unexploded dangerous pro- 
jectiles also landed on the roof tops and within the traverses of 
the explosive store houses thereby endangering the ammunition 
stored therein. Captain Surinder Singh, who was detailed for 
clearing the dangerous ammunition, took the job in hand with 
determination, zeal and devotion to duty. Such a task, which 
in the normal course would have taken anything upto six to 
nine months, was completed by him with the assistance of two 
other officers, one Junior Commissioned Officer, two ammuni- 
tion technical Non-Commissioned Officers and twenty labourers 
in a record time of 67 days only. During the course of the per- 
formance of duties, he carried out a hazardous task by picking 
up dangerous unexploaded projectiles with a view to save the 
ammunition lying in the nearly explosive store houses. By 
his personal example, he infused a sprit of devotion in his sub- 
ordinate staff and thus rendered the entire area safe in a record 
time without any mishap and the least possible expcncc to the 
State. 

In this action. Captain Surinder Singh displayed courage, 
leadership and devotion to duty. A' 

4. 2nd Lieutenant JASBIR SINGH, (IC-24567) 

Kumaon Regimenl. 

On the 4th February 1972, 2nd Lieutenant Jasbir Singh 
was in charge of a patrol party searching an area in Nagaland. 

At approximately 1000 hours, the party was ambushed by hos- 
tiies and subjected to heavy fire, 2nd Lieutenant Jasbir Singh, 
with rare presence of mind and courage, charged foiward and 
killed the commander of the ambush party, self-styled Lieutenant 
Pushatso and destroyed his weapon. The rest of the ambush 
party fled In disarray. This officer had done a similar act on 
10th July, 1971, when he charged and killed one hostile and 
captured another. ' 

In this action, 2nd Lieutenant Jasbir Singh displayed courage 
and leadership. 

5. 2nd Lieutenant MEHAR SINGH PATHANIA (SS 25726) 

Punjab Regiment. 

2nd Lieutenant Mehar Singh Pathania was in charge of a 
search party from 5th to 10th October 1972, to apprehend 
hostiles in an area in Nagaland. Throughout this period the 
officer marched his men 10 to 12 hours a day. On 5th October 
1972, they apprehended a hostile and recovered nine weapons. 
Continuing the search, they apprehended another hostile after 
a five hour chase on 8th October 1972. Not knowing the lan- 
guage, 2nd Lieutenant Mehar Singh Pathania Procured a local 
interpreter and, after extensive and intense interrogation ex- 
tracted the information that there were two camps in that area . 
Immediately without any rest, he again marched his men and 
covered the distance in 8 hours, a distance normally covered in 
14 hours and surrounded the hide out. They recovered a huge 
quantity of weapons, ammunition equipment and documents. 

Throughout, 2nd Lieutenant Mehar Singh Pathania dis- 
played courage and leadership, 

6. JC 41603 Subedar N.K. BHASKARAN NAIR 

Army Ordnance Corps. 

On 5th May 1972, as a result of an accident involving the 
captured Pakistani ammunition at a platform in the Central 
Ammunition Depot, Pulgaon, about 2300 unexploded projectiles 
in a most dangerous condition were scattered over a wide area 
inside the Depot, Some of these unexploded dangerous pro- 
jectiles also landed on roof tops and within the traverses of the 
explosive store houses thereby endangering the ammunition 
stored therein. Subedar N.K. Bhaskaran Nair ably assisted 
In the clearance of uncxploded projectiles lying scattered in a 
most dangerous state. He worked long hours without rest 
seven days during a week. By his personal example, he infused 
his subordinates to carry out a dangerous task effectively. 

In this action, Subedar N.K. Bhaskaran Nair displayed cou- 
rage, leadership and devotion to duty. 
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7. JC 39977 Subedar DHAN BAHADUR KHATTRI 

Gorkha Rifles. 

Daring the operations in December 1971, Subedar Dhan 
Bahadur Khattri commended a platoon in a successful attack 
on a post in the Jammu and Kashmir rector. After the capture 
of the post, he displayed great courage and devotion to duty 
in the evacuation of casualties through mine fields and bringing 
up of essentially required reorganisation stores. 

Throughout the period of more than six months from 3rd 
December 1971 to 15th June, 1972, Subedar Dhan Bahadur 
Khattri inspired his command by leadership and devotion to 
duty of a high order. 

8. JC 51140 Subedar RUP BAHADUR MALL 

Gorkha Rifles. 

Subedar Rup Bahadur Mall was patrol leader of a protective 
patrol of 15 OR (at pandar feature) in J&K on the night of 
4th/5th Miy 1972. At 204'.) hours on 4th May 1972, when 
the enemy started attacking the feature with a company strength 
from three sides and neutralised the Forward Defended Locality 
approximately 100 yards away by direct fire of rockets, Recoillcs 
Guns and Medium Machine Guns, Subedar Rup Bahadur Mall 
brought down heavy small arms fire on the enemy assaulting 
the feature. The enemy was moving forward under cover of 
pitch darkness and heavy automatic fire and surrounded the 
patrol from three directions. Seeing the patrol encircled and 
enemy closing in, Subedar Mall exhorted his men to control 
their fire till the" enemy closed in 80 to 100 years as the patrol 
was running short of ammunition. The enemy came under 
effective fire and the patrol inflicted heavy casualties but the 
enemy further advanced about 50 yards taking cover behind rocks 
and undulating ground. At this stage, Subedar Mall with his 
men engaged the enemy with hand grenades. Heavy exchange 
of small arms fire took place till 2315 hours during which the 
patrol inflicted heavy casualties on the enemy and repulsed the 
enemy attack. The enemy left behind two radio sets, two rifles, 
grenades, ammunition and other items. 

In this action, Subedar Rup Bahadur Mall displayed coura- 
ge , determination and leadership. 

9. 3141103 Havildar RAJfllR SINGH 

Jat Regiment. 

Havildar Rajbir Siugh was Commanding a Medium Machine 
Gun Section in an area in the Jammu and Kashmir Sector on 
on 10th June 1972 during a fierce fight with the enemy. In 
this encounter our locality was being heavily engaged by enemy 
guns and Medium Machine Guns from many directions. While 
Havildar Rajbir Singh was taking counter action against the en- 
emy Medium Machine Guns, one of the enemy rockets landed 
near him, as a result of which he was wounded seriously. In- 
spite of this, he continued inspiring his Section undaunted till 
he fell unconscious. 

In this action, Havildar Rajbir Singh displayed courage, 
leadership and devotion to duty, 

10. 3944346 Havildar ROSHAN LAL 

Dogra Regiment. 

Havildar Instructor Roshan Lai was oti instructional duty 
with the High Altitude Warfare School at Sonamarg. On 
16th August 1972, the student officers non-commissioned officers 
attending the Mountain Warfare Basic Course, were practising 
the method of Wading through mountain streams in parties of 
4 to 5 persons. Suddenly, two of the parties slipped accidentally 
and were carried away in the boulder strewn Sind River. Havjl- 
dar Instructor Roshan Lai jumped into the river in complete 
disregard to his personal safety and, with the help of some other 
instructors, was able, in a short time, to rescue six of the seven 
students who were involved, The seventh student was carried 
away by the current into a boulder strewn water fall. To re- 
scue him, Havildar Roshan Lai volunteered to lowr himself 
into the water and after being properly belayed by a rope, was 
able to reach the student who was stuck between two boulders 
and was, perhaps already dead. The moment Havildar 
Roshan Laf reached near the body, it got carrcid away further 
with the current and was again stuck Tn boulders. Havildar 
Roshan Lai followed the body through the extremely strong 
current and almost doing monkey tricks succeeded in tying the 
body with rope and slings and bringing it out of the river. 

Throughout this rescue operation, Havildar Instructor 
Roshan Lai displayed courage and initiative. 


11. 5836392 Naik NAR BAHADUR CHHETRI 

Gorkha Rifles. 

Naik Nar Bahadur Chhetri was one of the Section Comman- 
ders of a protective patrol at Feature Pandar in Jammu 
and Kashmir. On the night of 4th/5th May, 1972, the patrol 
was given the task of preventing encroachment on our territory 
by the enemy. At Hbout 2040 hours, the enemy, aproxima- 
tely one company strength, crossed the cease-fire line and 
assaulted the protective patrol from three directions 
bringing down heavy automatic and small arms Are. 
Undaunted by enemy fire, he, with complete disregard to his 
personal safety, moved from trench to trench giving inspiration 
to his men to effectively engage the enemy. Throughout this 
action, Naik Nar Bahadur Chhetri inspired his section to beat 
back enemy’s on slaught regardless of grave danger and casu- 
alties. 

Due to his exemplary courage, leadership and effective 
command and control, enemy’s attempt of captaring the feature 
in our territory was foiled, 

12. 3153871 Lance Naik BUDHA RAM 

Jat Regiment. 

Lance Naik Budha Ram was a member of a patrol on the 
night of lOth/llth June 1972 which was assigned the task of 
demolishing a wall built by the enemy for sniping and firing 
rocket launchers in the Kalsian Sector. When the patrol re- 
ached in the vicinity of the wall, it was discovered that it was 
held by an active enemy detachment. Lance Naik Budha Ram 
volunteered to eliminate the enemy. He crawled stealthily 
within the grenade range and killed two of the enemy by throwing 
grenades at them. The remainder enemy party abandoned 
the position. 

In this action, Lance Naik Budha Ram displayed courage 
and determination. 

13. 3962249 Lance Naik JAC.TR SINGH 

Dogra Regiment, 

On the nighf of 22nd September 1972, Lance Naik Jagir 
Singh was a part of a raiding party which was sent to raid a 
hostile hide out in an area in Nagaland. This patrol party 
was suddenly fired upon by the hostiles. The Company Com- 
mander was wounded, but chased two hostiles.

The company com- 
mander ordred him to raid four of the seven bashes forming the 
hostile camp. He stoalthily crept up and surrounded his ob- 
jective. Hi thjn personally entered each hut and apprehended 
and disarm id the hostiles. At great risk to his life, he was 
the fist to enter tho huts to captrre the hostiles who were 
armed. 

Throughout this operation, Lance Naik Siri Ram Thapa 
displayed courage, determination and leadership.

On 29th May 1972, Sepoy Shrirang Sawant was Number one 
of the Recoillcss Gun Detachment in the Jammu and Kashmir 
sector. He was detailed to destroy an enemy observation Post 
Bunker constructed on our side of the cease fire line. S®P°y 
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Sawant moved to within 80 yards of the enemy honker unde- 
tected and fired two rounds to destroy it, due to which the bunker 
was effectively demolished. Thoughout this period, the Sepoy 
was under constant enemy fire and inspite of heavy odds he 
completed tho task allotted.
